II - Tasks of the Association 

Aft* 6. In support of the Charter of the United nations, of existing 
international agreements concerning human rights, and with toe pur- 
pose of developing peace-loving and friendly relations among 
peoples, of strengthening international peace and world security, 
and of preventing aggression, the Association intends to realise the 
following! 

a. to be active on behalf of the knowledge and appreciation of the 
peoples of Rumania and of the FPRY by educating its members in 
the spirit of friendly collaboration! 

b. to make available to its members toe material and Ideological 
information received from toe mass organisation* of the FPRY, 
for the purpose of knowing and respecting the political, 
economic, and cultural achievements of the two people#! 

c. to educate its members in the spirit of knowledge of and respect 
for toe brotherhood and unity of the peoples of the FFRI. 

d. to educate its members so that, throu^i conscientious work in 
their employment, may contribute to the construction of socialism 
in Yugoslavia; 

e. in carrying out these tasks, the Association ehal make effective 
it® collaboration with toe mass organisations of the peoples of 
Yugoslavia, and, particularly, with the Popular Front. 

Art. 7 . The Association considers it necessary to withhold from 
publicity the name of each member of toe Association* 

Art. 8.. toe Association shall intervene with the popular authorities 
olHK^Jslavla, in order to aesure the material living conditions 
(feeding, housing, medical assistance, and so forth) of its members, 
facilitating their engagement in toe field of labor, according to 
thdr professional training and abilities*

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Art. IT* The Directing Committee is composed of a president, a secretary* 
a ' treasurer, and two members. The Consul ttee of Censors is composed of 
three meaibers. 

Art. 18. The Directing Committee takes valid decisions with a aiaple 
wajwytty vote. In case of Vacancies, the Directing Committee nay be com- 
pleted through co-opting provisionally until the next meeting of the 
Delegates or until Use following General Assembly. 

Art. 19. The Directing Committee is responsible as a whole to the General 
Assemoly for all handling of funds. 

Art. 20. The control of incomes and expense* shall be made by fee Committee 
of Cens o r s. The latter shall present the balance to each meeting of fee 
General Assembly. 

Art. 21. The assets of fee Association shall consist of membership fees, 
donations j) receipts from festivals, etc. 

Art. 22. The dissolution of fee Association my be decided by two- thirds 
^Reregistered members, m such an event, fee General Assembly must 
decide the ownership of the Association’s funds. 

Art. 23. The present Statute enters into effect immediately following its 
approval by fee competent State authorities. It is elaborated by the meeting 
of Delegates, and may be altered by the same, as well as by fee 
Assembly of fee Association. In such an event, fee approval of the competent 
State authorities shall be requested* 
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
